Beatrice, Pike 
and Glasgow won so handily that the average 
spectator wondered why the other had been 
entered to go aes in such company, unless it 
was to make a field for the buyers of the short 
end who bet on principle, not horses. 

The entries for to-day, judging from the past 
performances of the horses, seemed to presage 
the same kind of one-sided affairs.

THE NEW MOTIVE POWER. 


Electricity as an Agent to Supersede 
Steam on Railroads. 
From the London Telegraph. 

At a meeting of the Society of Arts last 
evening Mr. Alexander Siemens read a paper 
on “Electric Railways andthe Transmission 
of Power by Electricity.“ Mr. F. J. Bram- 
well presided, and there was a very large at- 
tendance. 

Mr. Stemens said that when electricity was 
first utilized for practical purposes the cost 
of producing it —— its application to 
anything beyond giving signals or working 
small and delicate apparatus, requiring only 
weak currents to perform their functions; 
bnt by the discovery of the dynamo-electric 
principle some fourteen years ago, powerful 
electric currents had been placed at our dis- 

al, at a cost which enabled us to transform 
nto commercial processes a number of exper- 
iments which up to that time had served only 
as illustrations of scientific lectures. The 
machine which had caused this revolution in 
the application of electricity consisted 
essentially of two parts—the flixed 
electro-magnets, by which a powerful mag- 
netic field was created, and the 
revolving armature, which was connected 
with the commutator. The researches of Sir 
William Thomson. Dr. Hopkinson, Prof. 
Ayrton and others had proved that such ma- 
chines, if properly constructed, would rea- 
der, in the form of electrical work, up to ‘0 
er cent of the energy expended upon them 
n the form of motive wer. t might, 
therefore be conceded that they were 
very eflicient transformers, and that 
we could hardly hope to exceed the re- 
sults already obtained by the best types of 
dynamo-electric machines, If, instead of 
using such a machine to generate electricity, 
you sent a current into it, the magnetic at- 
traction created between the poles of the 
electro-magnets andthe currents traversing 
the armature would cause the latter to rotate, 
and that motion could be communicated to 
other machinery in the usual ways. A pairof 
such machines, one for producing electricity 
and the second for retransforming the cur- 
reut- into motive power, could, consequeatly, 
be utilized for transmitting power to a dis- 
tance. The idea of utilizing those machines 
for the transmission of power presented 
itself to Dr. Werner Siemens so long ago as 
1867 One of his first thoughts was to em- 
ploy dynamo-electric machines for working 
elevated railroads, but it was only about 
three vears ago that he was induced to take 
the matter into serious consideration, by the 
owner of acoal mine asking himto designa 
locomotive to draw the coal wagons in the 
mine. The result was that Messrs. Siemens 
and & Halske showed at the Berlin exhibi- 
tion, in the summer of 1879, the model of an 
electric railway, Which had since been ex- 
hibited at Dusseldorf and Brussels, and was 
at present working in the Crystal Palace. 
Small as the railway was, it clearly demon- 
strated that such a mode of transport was 
feasible, and the advantage of having light 
carriages, of being able to propelthem with- 
out noise or smoke, induced the firm to lay 
before the authorities at Berlin a plan to 
make an elevated railway through the streets 
in Berlin, altogether about six and a quarter 
miles long. The first cost of the line would 
have been about £116,000 per mile, that es- 
timate including the erection of the railway 
and of the station at Which 
the steam-envine worked, together 
with the necessary buildings to ro- 
tect the rolling stock against the weather, 
when it was not used. The cost of working 
the tine Was calculated to be £1,720 per an- 
num, orabout £56d per English wile per 
day. The concession for this railway was not 
granted, partly because the inhabitants 
strongly objected to have people looking into 
their first-floor windows and partly because 
the Emperor did not wish to see the dis- 
figured “Linden,” which this line was to 
oss. [Laughter.] Subsequently Messrs. 
Siemens and Haske obtained permission to 
build a railway on the ground level from Lich- 
terfelde, a suburban station on the Berlin- 
Anhalt Railway, to the Military Academy,and 
this line has just been successfully opened for 
regular traflic. It was asingle line of one 
meter gage, a little more than one and one 
half English miles long. The permanent way 
had been constructed in exactly the same 
way asthat of ordinary railways: wooden 
sleepers and steel rails were employed, the 
rails being connected, in addition to the 
usual fish-plates, by short straps of iron, 
bent in the shape of a bridge, so as 
to admit the adjustment of the 
rails to different temperatures, and to reduce 
at the same time the electrical resistance. As 
the currents were iow-tension currents it was 
not necessary provide further insulation, 
and no difficult) was experienced in using 
one rail as the positive and the other as the 
negative conductor. About a third of a mile 
from the Lichterfelde station the primary 
machine, with fts steam engine, was erected 
in the engine house of the water works, and 
the current Was conveyed from there to the 
rails by underground cables. The car was 
exactly similar to an ordinary tram-car, and 
Was constructed to hold twenty persons be- 
Sides the guard. It was symmetrical and 
could move forward and backward, each enu 
being provided with a starting lever for the 
uard, a brake bandle, and a single bell. The 
dynamo machine was placed underneath the 
eur, and transmitted its movement to the 
wheels by means of spiral springs. The tyres 
of the wheels were insulated from their axles, 
and were in electrical egonnection with brass 
rings, fastened on the axles, but insulated 
from them. Contact brushes pressed against 
these rings, and’ from them the current was 
conducted to the dynamo machine, and set 
it in motion, The time for traversing 
the whole distance Was not to be less 
than ten minutes, although the car could 
make the journey in sbout half the time 
with perfect safety. Ifthe line continued to 
work in a satisfactory manner it was to be 
extended, and there was no doubt that its 
success Would greatly assist in the further 
introduction of clectrical railways, either on 
the level of the streets or elevated like the 
steam railways of New York. Over any other 
system worked by steam or by compressed 
air, the electrical had the advantage that no 
heavy machinery had to be carried about 
to get the train in motion. From all that had 
been done during the last few vears it was 
quite evident that che art of transmitting 
power by electricity had advanced rapidly, 
and that its practical application was contin- 
ually gaining ground. It should, however, 
not be regarded us un enemy to existing in- 
stitutions, but rather as a means of solving 
problems which, could not be attempted oth- 
wise. | Cheers. |\

Color Blindness in England. 
From the London Telegraph. 


It — 0 ＋ from the report presented to a 
committee of the Opthalmological Society by 
its secretary, Dr. Brailey, that out of 18,088 
rsons examined (including boys in Eton, 
Vestminster and Christ's hospital schools and 
5,000 members of the Metropolitan Police) the 
sight of upward of 750 persons was found 
defective. The average of defects was 12 
times as great in males as among females, or 
4.76 in the former and .4 in the latter. Among 
women, also, any but slight cases are very 
rare. Among men, on the contrary, they 
form rather less than half of the entire num- 
ber. Therefore the pronounced cases are at 
least 25 percent, varying from this numberin 
Eton school and the professional class to 
more than 3.5 in the police and the poorer 
schools of London. The main defect of the 
pronounced cases, say in 2 percent of the 
whole number of males examined, is an ina- 
bility to distinguish red from green. Red 
looks to those so affected as a very sombre 
color,in all probability as some shade of dark 
fellowish brown. Green is somewhat simi- 
ar to this. They see other eolors correctly, 
and contrast verystrongly. Jews are more 
color-blind than any other nationality, and 
their defects are usually of the pronounced 
kind. The members of the Society of Friends 
are rather more color-blind than the average, 
though the excess of their defects is princi- 
pally constituted by the slighter forms of 
color-blindness—i. e., aa inability to distin- 
cuish from each other the paler shades of 
most colors. Inmates of deaf and dumb asy- 
lums are very defective as regards color. 
Color blindness does not mean a want of 
acquaintance with the names of colors. Mis- 
takes from this cause are avoided by the 
mode of testing, which consists in giving the 
candidate a colored skein of wool, green to 
begin with, and asking him to pick out of a 
bundle all that are anything like that color 
(not naming it). No notice is taken of ina- 
bility to match shades of the same color. 
People who cannot tell red wools from green 
also fail totell a red signal light froma 
green. Indeed they often cannot see the red 
light at all unless they are much closer to it 
than to others. Examinations have not been 
made of railway servants in England till 
quite recently, and nowon many lines the 
system is imperfect and incomplete. At sea 
no examination at all of common sailors is 
made. A collision at sea occurred near Nor- 
folk, United States of America, in 1875, in 
which ten persons were drowned, owing to 
the Captain mistaking a green light for a red. 
Five years later he Was examined and found 
to be color-blind. Dr. Brailey thinks that 
those who confuse red with green see neither 
one color nor the other, but in the place of 
both some neutral shade, such as gray. He 
thinks that the creater deficiency of Quakers 
as compared with others is due to the fact 
that the poorer Quakers especially have been 
for many generations very ascetic in their 
houses and dress, avoiding the use of all col- 
ors. Alsothat the Jews have strengthened 
their defects bythe intermarriages which 
have been always the custom of the race. 
Ile observes that the natural love of dress 
and greater precocity of mind at an early 
period of life have been the cause of greater 
acuteness of color vision.

; South American Waters. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


An enthusiastic crowd sail out of this port 
to-morrow. They are Captain Charles A. 
Jones and crew of the steamship Fortuna. 
Mention has already been made of the Cap- 
tain’s intentions. He goes out to the Mont- 
evidian coast tosearch for lost gold. The 
story and the circumstances of the fitting 
out of the party remind one of the mythical 
Argonauts and their expedition for the 
Golden Fleece. The Captainis a New York 
boy. Fifteen years ago he sailed out of the 
— of Philadelphia on a vessel in charge of 

aptain Wilkie as a common seaman. Inthe 
last fourteen years he has been engaged in 
the 88 business on the South Ameri- 
can coast. In that time he has made hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. He is regard - 
ed as one of the most successful wreckers 
that ever braved the sea. It is said of him 


any wreck that he has undertaken. 
Among the natives and others engaged in the 
business on the southern 
South America he enjoys the title of King of 
the Wreckers.“ He monopolizes the bulk of 
the trade, having secured permission from 
the Uruguayan, Argentine Republic and Chil- 

ian Governments to operate upon their coasts 
for three years. Among the most important 
and profitable work he has had to do was the 
raising of three large vessels in the Straits of 
Magellan some years ago, one a German, the 

other an English and the third an American, 
all merchant ships. Altogether he is said to 
have raised about one hundred and fifty ves- 

sels, large and small. He has also assisted 
numerous disabled ships, and in some in- 

stances received heavy salvage. He it was 

who some months ago assisted the disabled 

Georgia, of New York,into a South American 

port and afterward instituted proceedings

THE HIDDEN TREASURE. 

The Captain, although in possession of a 
large fortune acquired in his business, is not 
yet satisfied. He has now reached the culmi- 
nating point of his life. In his goings here 
and there along the South American.coust he 
became familiar with all the wrecks. that had 
taken place along there within the last cen- 
tury. With a natural inclination for prying 
into the secrets of the deep he came to know 
by heart, from searching old records and in 
some instances from the talk of the inhab- 
itants in others and from his own discoveries 
in more, all about the vessels that had gone 
down at different times, their locations, na- 
tionality, what they were and where bound 
fer, What they were loaded with, and in short 
all the information that it was possible to ob- 
tain about them. 

Among them all there was one that loomed 
up in monumental proportions over the heads 
of the others, so far as value was concerned. 
This was a Spanish man-of-war sunk near 
the mouth of the Rio de la Plata in the year 
1800. It was a vessel sent out to collect trib- 
ute fromthe different Spanish possessions 
and was returning to Spain with nine million 
dollars in Spanish gold when a storm arose. 
After a brief spell the shipsprang a leak and 
went to the bottom with every one on board. 
The money atthe time was contained in a 
strong iron tank or safe, and is, it is suppos- 
ed, to this day lying at the bottom of the sea 
undisturbed. Captain Jones and his crew 
six months ago located the wreck and put 
buoys around itto mark the place, and hav- 
ing made arrangements with the Uruguayan 
Government toward the protection of the 
wreck during their absence, sailed for Amer- 
ica to +? for the work of recovering the 
money. The Captain’s first step was to come 
to Philadelphia and contract with Neatie & 
Levy to construct him a steamship for the es- 
pecial business of wrecking, and the vessel is 
now completed. She is pronounced by 
experienced engineers and others who have 
been engaged in wreckage all their lives as 
one of the best vessels for the purpose ever 
turned out on the United States coast. She 
has cost $75,000. The deck house has been 
constructed of the thickest plank, and is 
calculated, as its chief engineer said yester- 
day, to withstand “the heaviest sea that ever 
was.’? Thecraftis broad and heavy- about 
half as large as the decks of one of the. 
American Line steamers. Breadth is one of 
her chief points as it is calculated to give 
plenty of leverage for all the work connected 
not only with the raising of the treasure but 
with the clearing away of the enormous 
amount of mud that lies on top of it. This 
part of the work will be done with heavy 
pumps. There is every appliance for the 
successful operation of this part of the 
machinery. There are other small engines 
for supplying air to the divers. 

A SANGUINE CREW. 

To remove twenty feet of mud from the top 
of a wreck would seem ata casual glance to 
be an almost impossible undertaking. But 
the engineer and crew of the Fortuna laugh 
at the idea. Why, my heavens!” said the 
steward, an impulsive 
„we've got a pump here 'at'll pump brick- 
bats. We’ve got ’em so strong of pressure 
that we can raise chunks o' coal with 'em an’ 
clear out a coal bin in no time. We've got 
dem so strong that one pump’ll pump a hun- 
dred tons of water an hour.’’ 

The chief engineer, Charles J. Marsh, of 
New York, formerly in the employ of the 
American Coast Wrecking Company, corro- 
borated these statements. Pumps!“ said 
he, in answer to aremark that the obstacle 
might be surmounted by human skill and in- 
genuity, Why we can pump a man's farm 
We've got a pump there 
that will pump up an acre of land a day.“ 

The engineer further illustrated the power 
of the pump used for such purposes by say- 
ing that he himself had some gold coin 17 
ed up from the wreck ofa vessel destroyed by 
fire, the pump having forced, along with mud 
and water, the coins through the pipe. 

Engineer, mate and crew are all sanguine 
over the result of the expedition and have 
abundant faith in the “told man,’’ as they 
call the Captain. The steward, who has been 
with Captain Jones longer than any of the 
others, says that if he fails in this it will be 
the first time he has failed since he has been 
in the business. The crew altogether num- 
ber fifteen men, every one of them experi- 
enced divers. The Captain himself, the stew- 
ard says, is „the boss diver.’ The steward 
also is a good diver. Divers’ suits forma 
considerable item among the list of articles 
stowed away inthe vessel’s bunkers. Each 
has a long section of rubber pipe attachment 
forthe purpose of giving airto the diver 
when at work on the wreck from an air tank 
on the vessel above, Which is kept constantly 
supplied byan air pump. How long they 
will be engaged in their work of attempting 
to recover the treasure is not known, but the 
crew has been engaged for two years.

’ milliners, as well as to the public at large, the 


new fashions always came as a surprise; 50 
that immediately after Easter there would 
be a grand rush of ladies, clamoring to their 
modistes to trick them out as fast as possible 
in that “sweet new thing” that had looked so 
becoming on the Empress, the Duchess de 
Mouchy, the Marquise de Gallifet, and 
others. 

It was a great day for dressmakers. The 
Easter orders they received were sometimes 
of a kind to set all the silk factories in Lyons 
working double time, and to give lucrative 
employment to thousands of Parisian work- 
ing folks of both sexes. Sometimes, too, the 
capriciously sudden introduction of some 
startling novelty would operate as a revolu- 
tion in the trade, as happened when the 
spoonbill bonnet was abruptly cast aside for 
the bonnet no bigger than a cheese-plate, 
which lay flat on the head. This unexpected 
novelty must have thrown myriads of spoon- 
bills out of wear within less than three 
months, and was presumably regarded as an 
unmixed boon by the operators who were re- 
quired to manufacture large stocks of the 
new articie. All those violent changes, how- 
ever, are now things of the past. There are 
now no recognized leaders of fashion in 
Paris; and, though every year brings some 
new modes with it, these are neither so gen- 
erally nor so rapidly copied as they used to 
be. Then e fashions, which have been 
found comely and convenient, have main- 
tained their prestige for several seasons in 
succession, defying all extravagant attempts 
to supersede them. 


Results of Positivism in China. 
From an English Magazine. 


vantage in living so late in the world if we 
refused tosee inthe history of China posi- 
tivism on its trial. Evolution was not scien- 
tifically made out by the Chinese, but, from a 
1 point of view, it was accepted. 
The existence of a personal creator was not 
denied; it was merely relegated to the limbo 
of uncertainties. Man was accepted as the 
highest known manifestation of the world 
soul of productive energies of nature. 
Worship of ancestors was the sole religion, 
and duty to men was the only duty. In fact, 
feature by feature the modern philosophy was 
represented by the school of Confucius. And 
so far as I can see, the experiment of a moral- 
ity without any higher religion than filial 
piety could never - be ma in 
more favorable circumstances. In Ureece 
the moralists were not canonized; even 
the dramatists, influential and didactic as 
they were,can not be called authoritative. 
But the teachings of Confucius have been for 
2,000 vears accepted as canonical, and no boy 
has been educated without having his mind 
imbued with these teachings. VPhilosophy 
had a chance in China which it is never likely 
to have in any other country. No 1 yp 
can reasonably be expected to yield itself so 
assively and so steadily to this species of in- 
uence. Yet what has been the result? Ask 
any man who has lived in China, read the nar- 
ratives of the most impartial travelers, and 
you find that with one voice they denounce 
the Chinese as very immoral. Positivisms has 
not saved them from the common fate of na- 
tions. Is it likely to do any better for West- 
ern civilization than it has for Eastern’ We 
give the Chinese due credit for their virtues, 
virtues of a substantial and efficacious kind. 
They set an example to the world by their 
filial piety, their industry, their contentment 
to live at peace with neighboring nations. It 
may be said that they bave had virtue enough 
to preserve them as a prosperous people for 
4,000 years. We make due allowance also for 
differences in national standards and cus- 
toms. Chinamen who have visited Europe 
and America are as much astonished that we 
should compare our moral condition with 
theirs, as we are astonished that they should 
think themselves on a level with us in the 
ordinary virtues. Still we cannot admit that 
positivism as illustrated in their experience 
promises any final escape from the common 
evils which 1 Vitiate aud decompose 
all national life. The most that can be 
claimed is that it may, under good conditions, 
defer the inevitable end to a comparatively 
remote date.

much money as they pay for six. There are 
absolute forms of relief, however, now that 
the cause is known, and one of them is to 
purchase no cigars not wrapped, sealed and 
stamped by the house; then, if the package 
is tampered with, the lightest counterfelt 
can be held under the proprietor’s nose in 
support of a complaint, andif it does not kill 
him the dishonest waiter will soon have to 
seek anew field of usefulness. Any cigar 
dealer who hopes to be saved when he dies 
will supply a good cigar for fifteen cents, so 
there is no necessity for any smoker burning 
garbage under his nose.

A French Heroine. 
From a Paris Letter. 


One of the celebrities of the Paris market 
is a Woman who or a vegetable stall and 
who wears the red ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor. The woman, Annettee Drevon by 
name, was formerly cantiniere to the Thirty- 
second Regiment of Infantry and to the See- 
ond Regiment of Zouaves, which she accom- 
coer through the campaigns of Africa and 

taly, and during the war with Germany. Of 
the seven or eight female members of the Le- 
gion of Ilonor, she is the only one who re- 
ceived the distinction for an act of yalor upon 
the field of battle; and she was decorated af- 
ter the battle of Magenta for rescuing the 
regimental colors from two Austrian sol- 
diers, who had captured them. During the 
war with Germany she was with the Forty- 
second Regiment in Metz, and upon the sur- 
render of thatfortress she was sent off to 
Germany with the survivors. Just outside 
Metz a Bavarian soldier insulted her, and 
she pulled out her revolver and shot him 
through the heart. Forthis she was con- 
demned to death, and would have been shot 
but for the intervention of Prince Frederick 
Charles, who, hearing that a woman was to 
be executed, made inquiries into the case, 
the result being that Annettee Drevon was 
det at liberty. She lived in great poverty 
for some time, but Marshal MacMahon hap- 
pening to hear about her, gave her a sum of 
money sufficient to enable her to set up the 
stall at Which she now sells carrots, turnips 
and other aids to digestion.

AARON BURR. 


A Visit to the Place Where He Closed 
His Unhappy Life. 
G. A. Townsend in New York Tribune. 


A few months agoI took the ferryboat to 
the north, or rather the northwest, shore of 
Staten Island, and landed at the village im- 
mediately opposite Bergen Point, called Port 
Richmond, so named because it is the water 
landing to old Richmond Court House, at 
the center of theisland. There is not a more 
animated spot in the water scenery of New 
York Bay than this. It shows both the Bay 
of New York and Newark Bay, the latter re- 
ceiving the commerce of Newark City and of 
the Hackensack marshes, and of the Jersey 
inlets as far down as the Raritan River. They 
all pass out between Port Richmond and Ber- 

en Point, through the Kill Von Kull, which 
is only half a mile wide. A sick man could 
sit all day long at hiswindow by this water, 
watching tugs, propellers, pleasure steamers 
sloops and schooners, oyster crafts, rafts an 
barge tows, garbage fleets, yachts and excur- 
sion arks filled with musle and dancing, go 
past like processions in a mirror. 

It was to Port Richmond that Colonel 
Burr, ex-Senator and Vice-President of the 
United States, ex-Attorney-General of New 
York, ex-candidate for Governor of New 
York and for Minister to France, and once 
almost President of the United States, was 
brought one day in early June, at about this 

resent time of year, upon a litter, to die. 

e hotel, now called the Continental,stands 
nearly as it did at that moment, right in your 
face as you turn from the water at Port Rich- 
mond and only a few hundred feet distant—a 
yellowish brown hotel with a gambrel roof 
and six tall, spare, thick wooden columns 
rising to the eaves and inclosing in their pi- 
azza three stories. Ascending the steps to 
this piazza a broad door and hall are right 
opposite the middle of it, and a broad flight of 
naked steps steps rises to the second floor and 
a similar fall there, and the room to the left, 
as you look up from the ground, is the room 
where Aaron Burr died. Under it is the bar- 
room now. The chamber is a square room, 
with little carved bits of carpentering about 
the chimney side, and it is of respectable size, 
quite a bedroom parlor. Mr. Burr was borne 
to iton a litter from the steamboat, an old, 
heipless invalid, persecuted by bodily decay 
and creditors, and the fear of dying in the 
street. 

He bad lost the confidence of man, woman 
and child. Politics had spewed him out thir- 
ty years before. Family circles had tried 
him too often. Women had found that he 
would not only kiss but tell. Clients found 
that he would sell their confidence to the 
other side. And yet forsaken, friendless and 
unpitied, such was the mystery of this mis- 
erable little man that half the world said the 
President of the United States, then running 
for the office before the people, was the son 
of Aaron Burr. The religious world remem- 
bered that the greatest logician aud theolo- 
— since Paul had been this outeast's grand- 

ather. The educated class knew that the 
founder of Princeton College had been Aaron 
Burr’s father. Lawyers knew that his sister’s 
husband had founded the first law 


school in the New World. 
Once his daughter had led the 


fashion and beauty of Washington society 
and married one of the richest planters of 
the South. He was aboutto die in sight of 
his birthplace at Newark and of his orphan 
home at Elizabeth, where his father and 

randfather had ministered, and whence he 

ad entered the Revolutionary Army. These 
two towns of New Jersey are in plain sight, 
and Elizabeth is only about a mile distant. 
Fifty vears before, being brought to Staten Is- 


land to die, young Burr, while 
on the Washington staff, had pro- 


posed to the General to head an ex- 
pedition against Staten Island, every lane 
and corner of which he knew, having made 
its hills his rambling ground from the flat, 
mosquito-ridden plains of Elizabeth. It was 
perhaps his playmate’s son, Judge Edwards, 
a resident of Staten Island, who was almost 
his only visitor at the inn. That island of 
Tories was now about to receive the last 
mould and living shadow of Aaron Burr. 


The Fighting African Kroumirs. 
Correspondence London News. 


To enable you to judge of the value and in- 
teliigence of Mr. Perkins’ evidence, let me 
state that he has been over the greater part of 
this world, knows seven languages, is tristed 
by the English and hated by the French, and 
this is what he savs: For the most part the 
Kroumirs are armed wite flint-lock guns, 
about seven feet long, a pair of clumsy pis- 
tols, likewise with flint-locks,and a long knife. 
When firing they reload with great rapidity, 
for they carry about them a large belt which 
contains separate places for some thirty 
charges something after the manner of the 
Cireassian dress, besides additional reserve 
ammunition. They manufacture their own 
powder, but I saw that they also had a con- 
siderable stock which had been imported. 
They never quit their arms or belts, so that 
when fighting they have no impediments to 
Which they are unaccustomed. As may be 
expected, they are all fine, powerful men, 
very hardy: when necessary can subsist on 
one scanty meal per day,and do not know 
what the word fear means. I expect the 


French will have more difficulty to penetrate - 


into their mountains than they ever looked 
for. Their natural stronghold seem to me 
impregnable. That the French will meet 
with the utmost resistance there is not the 
least doubt about. The several border tribes 
muster from 15,000 to 20,000 fighting men, all 
in splendid condition. 

„Compacts have been entered into between 
all the tribes to bury all past grievances, and 
to fight side by side against the common en- 
emy. They bave declared to me over and 
over again that her will fight to the last, and 

he French have to cope 
with many difficulties. The mountains are 
particularly steep, and the only passes are 
very narrow paths, in most places not more 
than two feet wide, and there is either a per- 
pendicular drop on one side and a steep 
mountain wall on the other, or else the path 
is fringed by thorns and brushwood. The na- 
tives have very little dress about them when 
fighting, merely a shirt, a woolen headdress 
secured bya rope, and pieces of rawhide 
which just cover the soles of their feet, and 
are laced over the instep and round the ankle. 
From the top of the thigh downward they are 
naked, and yet they go through the thorny 
brushwood without taking the least notice of 
the scratches. I must add that the Kroumirs 
are doggedly determined to resist the French: 
and they are fully alive to the natural streneth 
of their position, of which they intend taking 
every advantage.“ |

JEWELERS’ FRAUDS. 


A Widespread and increasing Evil—Iits 
Damage to Honest Firms. 
From the New York Post. 

An article on frauds in jewelry lately pub- 
lished inthe Evening Post having attracted 
considerable attention, a gentleman thorough- 
ly familiar with the trade was applied to 
yesterday for some furtber information on 
the subject. He said thatthe frauds in watch 
case making, caused by excessive competi- 
tion, had now become so general that prices 
hud been „cut“ to an extent extremely dam- 
aging to all honest manufacturers. The job- 
bers were primarily responsible for the evil, 
those in Chicago having been the pioneers in 
this class of swindling, which was now 
contined to no city. They would demand 
that case makers should furnish them with 
cases only twelve or fourteen Karats fine, but 
stamped eighteen karats. Maur small 
manufacturers would yield to this tempta- 
tion rather than lose trade, and from this be- 
Zinning they were readily led onto make ten 
karat cases, falsely stamped, and to introduce 
base metal in various parts of the case. Many 
ofthese so-called gold watches were not 
stamped at all with any mark of quality, aod 
the seliers could not be held legally responsi- 
ble for swindling, as gold was the component 
part of chief value. Yet large numbers of 
watches were sold as gold which contained a 
greater Weight of steel and brass. A very 
thick steel spring, weighing twelve to four- 
teen pennyWeizuts, Was inserted in the rim, 
technically Known as the “center’’ of the 
Watch, the crown and shank of the stem were 
With brass. and a 
brass wire Was run threugh the ring by which 
the watch was attached tothe chain. In fact, 
many cases were cut wherever a grain of gold 
could be sayed, and steel or brass was in- 
serted. 

The leading watch manufacturers of this 
city, this gentleman said, had recently formed 
a combination to protect themselves against 
this dishonest competition in the only way 
possible —by agreeing to subject themselves 
to heavy loss for atime by reducing the rates 
of genuine cares to those Which were charged 
tor tbe artiolus Known as kin cases.“ In 
order to do this they were obliged to sell the 
cases at A less increase on the value of the 
gold than the actual cost of workmanship, 
hoping thereby to break down the fraudulent 
rivalry Which had been growing steadily for 
the lust few years, until now itscemed to have 
reached its culmination. 

In addition to the alleged gold watches 
which has been described, he said that quan— 
tities of ned“ watches were made, many of 
which were undoubtedly sold as genuine arti- 
cles. Such a watch-case was manufactured 
of very thin layers of gold, with a layer of 
base metal between, the whole being “‘sweat- 
ed“ together. Really it was simply a gilt 
watch, but it would last for ten years before 
the surface was worn through, and was inno- 
cent enough when sold for what it was. In 
the hands of unscrupulous dealers, however, 
it was very dangerous. An expert could 
readily detect its character by the color and 
weight, as well as by the use of acids, but 
with anv ordinary customer it would easily 
pass for gold. Such a watch-case, worth 
some #23, Would in genuine gold be worth iv 
or S70. 

As there was no hope of getting any legisla— 
tion in this country which would guard 
against the perpetration of the frauds in 
question, this gentleman declared that only 
one way remained forthe public to protect 
itself in the matter. This was, for every pur- 
chaser ofa gold watch to demand a written 
certificate from the manufacturer that the 
ease was „of solid eighteen-karet gold 
throughout.“ When private customers gen- 
erally insisted upon such certificates, the re- 
tail dealers and jobbers would require them 
fromthe makers, who would, of course, be 
held legally responsible for the correctness of 
the guaranty. 

He said that frauds similar to those prac- 
tised in Watch-cases ranthrough every line 
of jewelry and goid-work. The standard fine 
ness of watch-chains was in this country 
fourteen karsts, being two Karats less than in 
England, as the lower grade was harder and 
wore better. Yet it was now extremely dif- 
ticult to find a genuine fourteen-Karat chain 
in this market, nearly all the chains soldas 
such not assaying more than twelve karats. 
Frequently the swivels of the chains were 
stamped fourteen Karats, thereby leading to 
the false belief that the chains were of the 
same fineness. He regretted to say that such 
chains were manufactured and sold even by 
tirms of good reputation, and that retailers, 
who bought them from jobbers, were often 
deceived as Well as their customers. In this 
matter, as in regard to watch-cases, the ex- 
action ofan explicit written guaranty was 
the only method of protecting the purchaser. 
„Filled“ and plated chains were usually sold 
upon their merits, and chiefly inthe ruder 
parts of the country. 

Thousands of wedding rings, he said, were 
annually manufactured, filled with a brass 
wire run through the center of the circlet, 
and stamped with a device resembling an eigh- 
teen-karat quality mark, though in reality it 
signified nothing. There was no doubt that 
these were sold as gold,and many of them at 
little less than the legitimate price of gold. In 
the manufacture of fancy gold neck-chains, 
for Jadies’ wear, it Was necessary that the 
links should be made hollow in order to give 
them the proper degree of elasticity. Hence 
they were spun Over a copper wire, which 
was afterward, by honest makers, entirely 
destroyed by tbe use of a strong acid. It was 
now a common practice, however, to use a 
solution of acid, which crumbled away only 
parts of the wire and left little segments of 
copper to increase the weight of the chain. 
Probably nine-tenths of the hollow- 
link chains, which were sold to dealers 
by weight, contained more or less of this cop- 
per filing. Cameo rings of unadulterated 
gold were rarely obtained by purchasers, the 
practice being to run a brass wire through 
“the shank,” or cirelet, and frequently to 
insert a thick piece of brass at the back of 
the stone, beneath athin gold laver. Sleeve 
buttons, sold as gold, were also frequently 
backed with brass, or were of silver witha 
gold veneer. 

He mentioned one noted jewelry firm in 
this city, who, always closely watching the 
character and prices of the goodssupplied to 
them, had samples of the articles assayed 
whenever any circumstances excited sus- 
picion of their quality. If the slightest fraud 
was discoyered the goods were promptly re- 
turned to the maker, and bis relations with 
the tirm were permanently ended. The only 
safety for the -public, apart from written 
guaranties, was the * of dealing with 
firms of established high reputation, and 
consenting to pay the value of the articles 
desired. Buyers had been led to believe that 
they could get a gold dollar’s worth for fifty- 
five cents, and the sooner they relinquished 
that delusion the better it would be for them 
and for honest trade.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Now thatthe question of elevated railroads 
isup for discussion in St. Louis it is well 
enough to know what been done 
and what is doing in other cities. On account 
of the peculiar formation of Manhattan Island 
rapid transit is almost a matter of necessity to 
New York City. The damage done to property 
along the line of these elevated roads in New 
York City is estimated at $50, 000,000 to 5100, 000,

made to pay these damages, but by mort- 
gaging, consolidating, selling ont, ctc., ete., 
judgments which are now being obtained in 
great numbers against them are worthless.

Quite a breeze was produced on the floor of 
the Exchange to-day by the production of a 
number of the tickets used in the coming elec- 
tion of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, These tickets are headed 
Free Canal Ticket,’’ and the nominees 
are pledged to do all in their power to make 
the Erie a free canal, to abolish altogether 
the freight tolls on that waterway and thus 
cheapen below the competing point the East- 
ern route tothe sea. The tickets are accom- 
panied by a number of slips urging the impor- 
tance of a free canal as Offering a 
certain guarantee for the lowness of rail- 
road tolis, and at the same time calling 
attention to the legislationin progress at Al- 
bany upon railroad matters. Notto mince 
matters this action of the New York produce 
men is looked upon here as a direct move 
against the Mississippi route. It is very well 
clothed with a spacious reference to the cffect 
onrailroad tariffs, but its real meaning is 
believed to be below that. If the Erie 
is made u free canal, that is, if it is turned 
over to the Government to be maintained by 
Mor the benefit of commerce, the result will 
certainly be the cheapening of the Eastern 
route to the seaboard. New York is seriously 
alarmed at the deflection of freight down the 
river, and itis thought that this movement is 
only one of aseries. The St. Louis merchants 
are in carnestfor Mississippi improvement, and 
at the next board netting President Mennis 
vill bring up the matter ot a River Convention 
at st. Louis, which has now been agitated 
quietly for sometime.

Joseph Schnell, who attempted suicide by 
jumping off the bridge on Sunday evening, 
was found yesterday by two negroes on Arse- 
nal Island. Schnell was taken to the Police 
Station nearly dead from exposure and hun- 
ger. He stated that he left his home at 808 St. 
Charles street on Sunday morning with $100 in 


his pockets. Meeting some friends he ac- 
cepted theirinvitation to drink, and before 
he was aware of it he was intoxicated and 
his $100 missing. In wandering around town 
he found himself onthe bridge, and having 
nothing to live for he jumped over the rail- 
ing. The cool water brought him to his 
senses, and for the first time he re- 
alized the rashness of his act. He 
yelled lustily for help, but no one came to his 
assistance. He then attempted to swim 
ashore, but the current prevented him and 
brought him down stream as far as Arsenal 
Isiand, where he scrambled ashore and was 
later rescued by the negroes. Schnell is 
heartily sorry of his rash act, and promises 
faithfully to make no such aitempt 
again. His mother was sent for and took 
him home. Schnellisa carpenter by trade 
and is 36 years of age. 


The Police Summer Uniform. 

The new summer suits furnished the pa- 
trolman of the various police districts has 
been {the cause of much wrath About 
fifty per cent of the officers of 
each district were furnished with 


clothes. The orders were given and the 
clothes sent to the station-houses where they 
were distributed among the men, There was 
the greatest dissatisfaction with the fits. 
Fully twenty-five per cent of the suits were 
misfits owing to some cause or 
another. Manyofthem were entirely too 
large for the men whose names were attached 
to the clothes while others were toosmail. The 
clothes that were suitable were distributed 
and the others sent back to thef tailor. This 
contract was let by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners to a Main street firm to furnish 
the suits at $17 each. They are made of 
12-ounce flannel and are not lined. The suits 
for Jenks’ babies—the sixty-two new officers 
217 on the force some time ago—and made 
1y the tailors selected by the men] were 16- 
ounce and alllined. The flannel cost 62': 
cents a yard, and the total cost of the suit 
was $17 61. The Turners’ suits, made of 16- 
ounce flannel, cost but $12 50. These are 
made in lots. Orders are taken and the 
clothes cut in lots, so that if they 
do not suit one they do another. 
The Board doubtless thought the 
contract would save money to the men, but 
the officers differ, and quietly express their 
dissatisfaction with the uniform, and say 
they can save money and please themselves 
better under the old way of doing business,

The Missouri Pacific Track Relaid 
on Jackson Street This 
Morning. 


The Injunction Prevents the Police and 
City Authorities From Interfering. 


The protracted trouble over the switch 
track of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany on Jackson street, from Stein to Tay- 
lor streets, assumes another phase this morn- 
ing. The switch, it will be remem- 
bered, completely paralyzed the 
community by springing up dur- 
ing the night of Sunday, May 27, and com- 
pletely covering that portion of Jackson 
street hitherto unoccupied by the railroad 
company. The property owners were indig- 
nant when they saw the double track hugging 
their front fences and rendering it impos- 
sible for traffic to be carried on within two 
squares of their houses. They arose in a 
body and demanded the immedi- 
ate removal of the obstruction. 
The Board of Public Improve- 


ments coincided in their views of the sub- 
ject and the City Marshal was notified to im- 
mediately proceed to place Jackson street in 
its condition previous to the laying ofthe 
tratks. The term of notice expired last Sun- 
day evening and yet the company had taken 
no steps to comply with the request of the 
city in removing the tracks. Yesterday morn- 
ing Emil Thomas,the City Marshal,visited the 
scene of trouble and soon had a force of 
twenty laborers busily engaged in tearing up 
the stubborn rails. An equal gang of the 
Company’s men had arrived upon the scene 
before them, and after tearing up thejobstruc- 
tion began dumping the ties on Jackson 
street. This was a signal for 
the eight Carondelet policemen, 
under the guidance. of Officer Philley, 
to commence hostilities. They accordingly de- 
scended on the workmen in a body, after first 
ascertaining that Captain Kennett, with a 
chosen squad of men, were in reserve at the 
police station 

READY TO RUSH TO THEIR ASSISTANCE 
in case of an emergency. The foreman or- 
dered his mem to continue work and he was 
immediately marched to the station without 
resistance. 

Four other men sacrificed themselves for 
the good of the cause, and were soon Keeping 
company with Mr. Kelly at the station. The 
men, having no leader, abandoned the work, 
and the Marshal and his men were left vic- 
tors of the field. After five hours’ hard 
work§ the stubborn track and the keg of beer, 
to which the contractor magnanimous- 
ly treated the men, were disposed 
of and the Marshal and his men departed in 
high glee. The enemy hadnot been idlein 
the meantime, and while the Marshal was re- 
joicing over his victory the company had an 
injunction issued forbidding the city toin- 
terfere with the Missouri Pacific men while 
repairing and restoring their tracks 
along Jackson street from Stein 
to Tavlor streets. All night 
police guarded the neighborhood to prevent 
arepetition of the work of the night on 
which the tracks were laid. This morning 
Mr. Kelly, whowith his companions had been 
released upon bail, appeared upon the scene 
followed by about a hundred workmen with 
tools. The police were enlightened on the state 
ot affairs between the city and the Missouri 
Pacific Company, and the men were allowed 
to commence the work of rebuilding the 
tracks. One-half the force were placed at 
Taylor street and the other at Stein street, 
and in three hours’ time the switch once 
more advanced to Jackson street, to be used 
by the company till the courts settle the dis- 
pute at the October term. The cases 
against the five men arrested yesterday 
for working on the tracks in the interest of 
the railroad company was continued gen- 
erallyin the Police Court this morning.

And now for one or two specimens of vul— 
varity of a deeper hue—vulgarities by which 
the morale of the county is deteriorated, dis- 
positions are marred, and even, in the case of 
one that will be named, the stability of the 
constitution itself is to a certain extent im- 
perilled.
